Slavery and the Constitutional 
Convention 
When the movement for statehood 
was inaugurated in Illinois in Nov- 
eiftber, 1817, little was thought of 
it at first. 
As time passed, however, 
and favorable .news beg an to arrive 
from Washington, the movement be­ 
gan to a ttract more attention, and 
likewise, more opposition. 
The principal 
opposition to the 
statehood movement developed from 
the advocates of slavery, and altho 
the slavery issue was not clear-cut, 
it was the most im p o rtan t issue in 
the Constitutional Convention elec­ 
tion. 
The discussion in the Intelli­ 
gencer revolved about this question. 
Some argued that Illinois should not 
be admitted as a tree state because 
it would seriously handicap it from 
an industrial and population stand­ 
point. 
Others argued th a t it was 
proper industrially as well as moral­ 
ly, to eliminate slavery. 
The com­ 
plicated nature of the slavery ques­ 
tion, doubtless, enabled many of the 
candidates for convention delegates 
to evade the vital issues of existing 
slavery and the indenture system by 
merely declaring them selves opposed 
to the admission of slavery. 
The representatives of three coun­ 
ties, Union, Johnson an d Edwards, 
all voted on the anti-slavery side at 
every point and it is quite likely that 
the slavery issue played a consider­ 
able part in their elections. 
Of th** 
four 
unsuccessful 
candidates 
in 
Union county, two held slaves. 
In Johnson county, only one can* 
diate, who was not elected, was a 
slave holder and an active advocate 
of the toleration of slavery in Illi­ 
nois. 
He I* said to h ave been de­ 
feated by only a few votes. 
In Edwards county It is possible 
that Morris Birkbeck may have exert­ 
ed an influence against slavery even 
as early as this election. 
All the 
representatives from Gallatin, Ran 
dolph and Jackson 
counties voted 
consistently for the recognition ot 
the indenture system and existing 
slavery. 
The importance of tho sa­ 
line, the operation of which depend­ 
ed upon slave labor, is sufficient to 
explain the situation in Gallatin, rn 
Randolph county Ellas Kent Kane 
Is said to have declared that “ If Br. 
Fisher should *l>c elected as his col­ 
league.* he, Mr. Kane, would consider 
himself Instructed to vote for the 
introduction of slavery, but if Mr. 
McFaren 
was elected 
as his col­ 
league, then, he would consider him­ 
self instructed to vote against slav­ 
ery.” 
The result of the deliberations of 
the convention which definitely elim­ 
inated slavery, is sufficient evidence 
that the sentiment of th e people was 
against slavery.

ONLY WAR FLOUR NOW 


Government Order R e c e n tly Made 
Tends 
Toward Conservation of 
Wheat. 


In accordance with a government 
order recently issued there will be no 
more high grade patent f l o u r and the 
mills will grind only “ w a r ” flour. 
The order which really c o m e s from 
the food administration 
w a s issued 
without a n y previous announcement 
so it w'ould not be possible for con­ 
sumers to begin hoarding flour. 
“ War” flour is 95 per c e n t “pat­ 
ent.” T h a t is, only 5 per c e n t of the 
low grade materials that e n t e r in the 
manufacture of flour are t a k e n out. 
Heretofore 
2 5 per cent h a v e been 
removed. 
Now 20 per cen t more of 
the lower grade will be l e f t in tho 
flour. 
Higher iii Price. 
The color of the flour will not ho 
so good a n d the texture will not be 
so fine. 
Not only will this flour be poorer 
in quality but it will be higher in 
price, local flour mon s t a t e d today. 
One r e t a i l e r ’s comment o n the sit­ 
uation w as: “ We must m a k e these 
sacrifices during tho war, in order 
to have m o r e wheat for o u r soldiers 
and allies. T h e women m u s t do their 
part to win the war.”

Germany is losing the war because 
she has failed in spiritual generosity 
and understanding. 
Her material 
preparation was more complete than 
the world had ever seen before; her 
men were trained; her supplies of 
ammunition were almost inconceiv­ 
able in amount, 
it is said th at Ger­ 
many took into Belgium with her 
5,400,000,000 rifle cartridges. 
Her 
artillery included great secret sup­ 
plies 
of 
seventeen-inch howitzers, 
whose destructive power was fitll 
out a parallel. 
She struck iii her 
own time and in her own way. From 
the military side nothing was left 
lacking or left undone. 
Why did 
this marvelous 
preparedness 
fail? 
Because spiritually Germany is blind. 
Germany is losing the war because 
of the failure of her governing mili­ 
tary class in spiritual generosity and 
understanding— because they can nut 
see any point of view but their own. 
Living, working and fighting solely 
for their own advantage, they can 
not understand that any other people 
can be guided by principle, loyalty 
or any generous impulse. 
They be­ 
lieved that England would not light 
for Belgium; but she did. 
They be­ 
lieved that Ireland would not keep 
faith with England, but she did. They 
believed that British India and South 
Africa would hasten to revolt. 
The German military class did not 
believe that the United States would 
respond to the call of duty and hon­ 
or. 
Omitting nothing that would 
promote their own advantage, cast­ 
ing aside the obligation of treaties 
and the rights of men, they counted 
without the 
righteous 
indignation 
which their lawlessness called forth. 
In this great crisis in the history 
of the world, is America blind also, 
or do we see clearly, as Germany does 
not, the spiritual values of the world 
war? 
Is this Issue clear before us? 
And when we see if shall we concen­ 
trate or scatter? 
Does Uncle Sam 
carry a shotgun or a rifle? 
Are we, 
when all that we stand for is at 
stake, to see clearly a single goal 
ahead, perhaps very far ahead, and 
go straight to it with 
the 
single- 
minded directness of the rife; or, 
seeing a dozen objects, are we to 
start in pursuit of all of them, as the 
Russian people are doing today? 
A 
shotgun kills small game nearby, a 
rifle kills big game for off. 
Will the 
people of the United States see the 
single great object for which this 
war Is being fought— liberty thruout 
the world—or shall we scatter our 
forces, like the Russians, pursuing 
smaller objects nearby, and so take 
the chance of never reaching the 
great tho distant goal, which alone 
gives a value and meaning to all the 
rest? 
The greatest factor in this war 
today is not a material factor at all. 
It is neither the submarines of the 
Germans, nor the French and Brit­ 
ish artillery on the western front, nor 
the food supplies of America, which 
are so necessary in tho winning of 
the war. The greatest factor in this 
war is the state of mind of the Amer­ 
ican people, 
lf the soul of America 
is aroused, all the rest will follow. 
But if the people of the United States 
are half-hearted in the war. then 
nothing else can make good the loss. 
Unless the soul of America is set on 
the victory of righteousness and civ­ 
ilization, neither armies nor guns nor 
food will avail. 
Today in the great war, America’s 
contribution m ust be first a contribu­ 
tion of spirit, and second a contribu­ 
tion of food. 
Only if these two are 
made together will our contribution 
of lighting power help our allies to 
win the war. 
There is nothing truer than this, 
that if the war is not ended by force 
of arms in France next summer, it 
will be decided by the failure or the 
success of the American farmer to 
supply food to the men who are fight­ 
ing and dying for 
our 
cause 
in 
France. The farm er feeds us all, and 
“ us” means not merely ourselves, but 
our allies as well. 
I am certain that 
the farmer will not fail America, un­ 
less the spirit of thenation should fall 
to support the farmer. 
If it should 
fail, if the people should be indiffer­ 
ent to the tremendous issue, then 
either we should lose this war or we 
should still be fighting it, at heaven 
knows what cost of blood and treas­ 
ure, y e a r s from now. 
I don’t believe 
that the spirit of the American peo­ 
ple will fail; but I do know that the 
bist call upon us in this greatest 
crisis of all lu°tory Is for a united 
soul and will behind our cause, and 
next to that, the call for food.

Springfield, 111., Jan. I.— The peo­ 
ple of Illinois have a right to foe 
proud of the statue of A'braham Lin­ 
coln made (by Andrew O’Connor, for 
erection In the state capitol grounds, 
according to a rt critics writing for 
the New York papers. 
The plaster 
cast of the statue has been placed 
on exhibition at the Seligmann gal­ 
leries In New York under the pa­ 
tronage of Mrs. Harry Payne Whit­ 
ney. 
The 1New York papers are unani­ 
mous in approval of the statue and 
suggest that replicas of it should Ive 
set up in London and Paris( instead 
of the Barnard statue, concerning 
which, there has been so much un­ 
favorable criticism. 
Following its exhibition 
in New 
York, the plaster cast is to be sent 
to Boston where the casting of the 
(bronze statue, 
which has already 
(been comenced, will (be completed. 
It will foe set up 
in the capitol 
grounds at Springfield within the 
next two or three months, ready for 
the unveiling in April. 
This will be 
one of the principal features of the 
Centennial Celebration of the admis­ 
sion of Illinois into the Union. 
The New York Word praises the 
statue in unstinted terms. 
"Mrs. m arry Payne Whitney, em­ 
inent herself as a sculptor, search­ 
ed O’Connor out in his rural studio, 
when she heard that he had finished 
the Lincoln cast, and was so impress­ 
ed by it that she induced him -to 
show it here, with other work, and 
she engaged the Seligmann galleries 
for him for one month,” the World 
says. 
“ Quite as important from an art 
standpoint is the prospect th at the 
display will create a movement for 
O’Connor replicas for England and 
France, as worthy 
gifts from the 
American people, in place of the 
George Grey Barnard Lincoln which 
Charles P. Taft has offered to those 
countries. 
The Barnard project has 
roused wide opposition, owing to its 
uncouth portrayal, Robert T. Lin­ 
coln, the ex-president’s son, (being 
one of the chief objectors. 
“ O’Connor’s statue shows Lincoln 
in benevolent aspect . It represents 
him at the age of fifty-two. when he 
quit Springfield to assume the pres­ 
idency. 
He was then beardless. The 
work shows him in the simple pose 
familiar to those among whom he 
had lived as lawyer and publicist, 
with no exaggerations of dress, and 
his features expressing his serious 
appreciation ot the task before him. 
Its lines are thoughtful and kindly, 
and features and attitude combine to 
impress the beholder that the figure 
is that of a man of the people. 
“The Springfield capitol stands on 
an eminence, 
it has a lavvn in from 
of it with a fall of thirteen feet in 
a stretch of 200 feet to the main 
street of tho city. 
Mr. O’Connor 
plans to terrace the approach from 
the street by means of short flights 
of stops, and to 
place the statue, 
which Is eleven feet tall, about one 
third of the way up the inclined 
lawn. 
“ The front of the capitol Is colon­ 
aded. 
In order that the statue as 
seen from a distance, may not have 
the appearance of one of the capitol 
columna, 
a 
background of white 
stone higher than 
the statue has 
been arranged, on which will be in­ 
scribed the speech Lincoln made to 
his fellow townsmen from the steps 
of his car the night he took a train 
for Washington to foecome president. 
The statue will foe of bronze and 
will stand out from the white stone 
background a t all times and dis­ 
tances, without 
risk of confusion 
with any other object. 
“ The exhibit now 
shown is in 
plaster, full size. 
It will foe used 
for casting the finished bronze. 
A 
separate room has Iveen assigned to 
It in the Seligmann galleries. 
Other 
O’Connor work fills another room.” 


SPRING WHEAT CAN 
BE GROWN IN STATE 


Marquis Type Has Thus Far Proved 
B est— Mr. E ckhardt Tells of E x­ 
periences in I>eKalb County, 
---------- 
In an effort to help out with the > 
general wheat 
production 
in th e j 
state a number of farmers in DeKalb 
county will plant Marquis wheat this 
year. 
Last year some acreage of 
wheat was planted u n d er direction of 
W. G. Eckhardt, county agent thero, 
and the results w ere generally satis­ 
factory. 
A Morgan county man who 
is somewhat interested in the spring 
w h e a t proposal recently wrote a let­ 
ter to Mr. E c k ha rd t asking for in ­ 
formation about th e DeKalb county 
plans. 
In reply to this letter the a g ­ 
riculturist indicates th a t it will p ro b ­ 
ably not be wise for farmers here 
to plant spring w h e a t extensively al­ 
tho a small acreage at least for ex­ 
perimental purposes would be w o rth 
while. 
It is recalled t h a t 
a number of 
years ago spring w heat was planted 
in this county. A. C. Rice said yes­ 
terday that he well remembered as 
a young man assisting in harvesting 
spring wheat but 
planting 
it was 
abandoned because unless injured by 
the frost the 
results 
from winter 
w heat were so m uch better. 
The XI. 
S. department of agriculture In a bul­ 
letin on Marquis w h e a t indicates t h a t 
It is the best of the spring wheat v a r ­ 
ieties for this climate but state u n ­ 
equivocally that w hen winter w h e a t 
will grow it is more satisfactory. Mr. 
E c k h a rd t’s letter on the subject Is 
as lollows: 
DeKalb, IIL, Dec. 29, 1917. 
Dear Sir: 
Your letter of December l i t h re ­ 
ceived relative to 
Marquis 
spring 
wheat. 
The m aterial published in 
the DeKalb County 
Farmer covers 
fairly thoroughly t h e information we 
have about Marquis spring wheat. 
Farmers as far so u th as Jackson­ 
ville had exceedingly 
good 
results 
this past season with Marquis spring 
wheat. 
I feel, however, that it will 
not be advisable for you or any of 
your people to grow* spring w h e a t 
very extensively. 
B e tte r devote your 
energies to those crops which are far 
more definitely certain. 
However, 
with the wheat shortage, the time 
only shortly distant, 
when we will 
have to conserve our flour by ra tio n ­ 
ing it. 
It seems to me a very desir­ 
able thing to do is to grow a small 
acreage— 5 or IO acres 
of 
spring 
w heat— to get the seed into the com­ 
munity so if this condition continues 
th a t even districts t h a t normally a re 
not much good for sp rin g wheat, may 
help out in the w h e a t problem. 
We could furnish you with wheat, 
which will be c ''ti h e re at $3.00 per 
bushel, with the cost of bags at 45 
cents each extra a n d 
one bag will 
hold two and a half bushels of wheat. 
I am asking my secretary to mail 
you under separate cover a r e p re ­ 
sentative sample of the seed. 
Some 
of the larger seed houses can also 
furnish you with t h e seed. 
Our a s­ 
sociation here 
h a s 
stored 10,500 
bushels of seed, which we plan will 
be largely used locally. 
This 
was 
brought up so as to prevent it being 
shipped out and g ro un d into flour 
because we knew of the quality of 
the wheat. 
Yields this year ran from I 
35 to 49 bushels pe r acre, but no 
m an ever remembers a time when we 
had such wfoeat yields and wo tell 
our people here, which is a much bet­ 
ter spring wheat c o u n try than about 
Jacksonville, that they 
had better 
limit their seedings to 5 or IO acres 
per farm, but of course, 
we have 
farm ers who will sow 40 to 50 acres 
per farm.
